Reminiscences of Mrs. Peake 


In the fall of 1856, Mr. Peak e and 
I arrived at Galena, 111., by train on 
ou r May from New York to work as 
missionaries among the Chip p ewa In­ 
dians at Gu ll Lak e. 
This 
was my 
first trip 
west, 
thou gh 
Mr. Peak e had 
work ed all 
along the Minnesota river the year 
before, often walk ing from mission 
to mission and had earlier been a 
stu dent and tu tor at Nashotah. 
There was no railroad to St. Pau l 
so we 
took the b oa t Finding 
the 
one we had boarded too crowded 
for 


They were not gone long and abou t 
dark we reached Crow Wing. 
Mr. Morrison’s hou se was near the 
entrance to the town and we were 
very hap pily su rprised, u pon enter­ 
ing the hou se, to find an air of com­ 
fort p revading tha t we had not met 
since leaving St. Pau l. 
Mr. Morrison himself was a fine 
old Scotchman and he and his family 
were friends of ou rs from tha t day. 
Crow Wing was situ ated opposite 
the mou th of the Crow Wing river. 
Where the river joins the Mississippi 
was an island the shape of a crow's 
wing which gave the name to the 
river and the town. 
Later, the year 
we moved to Crow Wing, a family of 
eleven Chip p ewas who lived on the 
island were k illed by the Siou x. 
.The stage rou te ended here bu t a 
Mr. Smith, of Fort Ripley, had a r­ 
ranged to tak e u s the fifteen miles 
to the mission in his su rrey. 
So the 
last p art of ou r trip to St. Colu mba 
at Gu ll Lak e was very comfortable. 
On the road we met the Indians on 
their way hack to the agency for 
their annu al p ayments, the women 
with their wigwams on their back s 
and their babies in their arms. They 
were exp ecting u s and k ep t saying, 
“ Bijou Neche.” 
The agency was by itself, some­ 
what off the road, eleven miles from 
the mission and five from Crow Wing. 
Having started before daylight we 
reached ou r destination before noon. 
The Rev. Dr. James Lloyd Breck 
had fou nded the mission of St. Co­ 
lu mba three or fou r years before 
and now he was tu rning it over to u s 
while he pu shed on farther to Leech 
lak e to fou nd a mission there. 
He 
and his father had gone early in the 
morning of the day that we arrived, 
the twelfth of November, 1856.

Reminiscences of Mrs. Peake 
In the fall of 1856, Mr. Peake and 
I arrived at Galena, 111., by train on 
our way from New York to work as 
missionaries among the Chippewa In­ 
dians at Gull Lake. 
This was my

along the Minnesota river the year 
before, often walking from mission 
to mission and had earlier been a 
student and tutor at Nashotah. 
There was no railroad to St. Paul 
so we took the boat.

E N G IN E E R IN G 


They were not gone long and about 
dark we reached Crow Wing/ 
Mr. Morrison’s house was near the 
entrance to the town and we were 
very happily surprised, upon enter­ 
ing the house, to find an air of com­ 
fort prevading that we had not met 
since leaving St. Paul. 
Mr. Morrison himself was a fine 
old Scotchman and he and his family 
were friends of ours from that day. 
Crow Wing was situated opposite 
the mouth of the Crow Wing river. 
Where the river joins the Mississippi 
was an island the shape of a crowds 
wing which gave the name to the 
river and the town. 
Later, the year 
we moved to Crow Wing, a family of 
eleven Chippewas who lived on the 
island were killed by the Sioux. 
.The stage route ended here but a 
Mr. Smith, of Fort Ripley, had ar­ 
ranged to take us the fifteen miles 
to the mission in his surrey. 
So the 
last part of our trip to St. Columba 
at Gull Lake was very comfortable. 
On the road we met the Indians on 
their way back to the agency for 
their annual payments, the women 
with their wigwams on their backs 
and their babies in their arms. They 
were expecting us and kept saying, 
“Bijou Neche.” 
The agency was by itself, some­ 
what off the road, eleven miles from 
the mission and five from Crow Wing. 
Having started before daylight we 
reached our destination before noon. 
The Rev. Dr. James Lloyd Breck 
had founded the mission of St. Co­ 
lumba three or four years before 
and now he was turning it over to us 
while he pushed on farther to Leech 
lake to found a mission there. 
He 
and his father had gone early in the 
morning of the day that we arrived, 
the twelfth of November, 1856.
